Evil Effecte of the Act of 1890 Clearly 
Shown and the Remedy Suggested—N° 
Hint of Compromise on ths Silver 
Question—Suggestion as to Legislation 


After Repeal—This Matter Left to Con- 
gress—A Question That Rises Above 


the Plane of Party Policy. 


Wasutnotow, D. C., Aug. 8.—President 
Cleveland’s message to the extra session of 
Congress was presented to and read in both 
Houses of Congress ati o'clock to-day, The 
full text follows: 

Zo the Congress of the United States: 

The existence of an alarming, an extraor- 
Ginary business situation, involving the 
welfare anda prosperity of all our people, 
has constrained me to call to- 
gether in extra session the people’s 
Representatives in Congress, to the end that 
through a wise and patriotic exercise of their 
legisiative duty present evils may be mit- 
igated and dangers threatening the fut- 
ure may be averted. Our unfortunate 
financial plight is not the result 
of untoward events nor of conditions related 
to our natural resources; nor is it traceable to 
any ot the afflictions which frequently check 
national growth and prosperity. With plente- 
ous crops, with abundant promise of re- 
munerative production and manufacture, 
with unusual -. invitation to safe invest- 
ment and with satisfactory assurance 
to business enterprise, suddenly financial 
distrust and fear have sprung up on 
every side. Numerous moneyed institu- 
tions have suspended because abund- 
ant assets were not immediately available 
to meet the demands of frightened depos- 
ftors, surviving corporations and indivi- 
duals are content to keepin hand the money 
they are usually anxious to loan, 
and those engaged in legitimate 
business are surprised to find the securi- 
rities they offer for loans, though heretofore 
satisfactory, are no longer accepted. 
Values supposed to be fixed are fast 
becoming conjectural, and loss 
and failure have invaded every 
branch of business. I believe those things 
are principally chargeable to Congressional 
legislation touching the purchase and coin- 
age of silver by the general Government. 

This legislation is embodied in oa statute 
passed onthe Mth day of July, 1890, which 
was the culmination of much agitation 
on the subject involved, and which 
may be considered a truce after the long 
struggle between the advocates of free- 
silver coinage and those intending to be 
more conservative. Undoubtedly the monthly 
purchases by the Government of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver, forced under 
that statute, were regarded by those inter- 
ested in silver production as a certain 
guaranty of its increase in price. 
The result, however, has deen en- 
tirely different, for immediately following 
a spasmodic and slight rise, the price of sil- 
ver began to fall after the passage of the act, 
and bas since reached the lowest 
price ever known. This disappointing re- 
sult has led to renewed and persistent) effort 
in the direction of free silver coinage. 

\ eanwhile, not only are the evil effects of 
the operation ofthe present law constant- 
ly accumulating, but the result to 
which its execution must inevitably lead is 
becoming palpable to all who give the least 
heed to financial su bjects. 

This law provides thatin payment for the 
four million and hundred thousand ounces 
of bullion, which the Secretary of 
the Treasury is commanded to 
buy monthly, there shall be issued 
Treasury notes redeemable, on demand, in 
gold or silver coin at the discretion 
of the Secretary, and that said notes 
may be re-issued. It is, however, de- 
clared in the act to be the ‘established 
policy of the United States to maintain; the 
two metals upon a parity with 
each other upon the present 
legal ratio or such ratio as 

may be provided by law.“ 
-_ This declaration so controls 
gd getion9=o=sCéoo the Treasury as 
prevent exercising the discretion nom - 
‘nally vested in the secretary, if by 
such action the parity between gold 
and silver may de disturbed. Man- 
ifestiy a refusal by the secretary to pay 
these Treasury notes in gold, if demanded, 
would necessarily result in their dis- 
credit and depreciation as obligations 
payable only in sliver, and would destroy the 
parity between the two metals by establish- 

ing a discrimination tn favor of gold. 

Up to the 16th day of July, 1606, these notes 
had been issued in payment of 
sliver bullion purchased, to the 
amount of more than + $147,000,000. 
While all but a very small quantity of this 
bullion remains uncoined in the Treasury, 
many of the notes given in its pur- 
chase have been paid in gold. This 
is lustrated by the statement that 
between May 1, 1892, and the isth of July. 
1898, the notes of this kind issued in

_ paid by the Treasury in gold for the redemp- 
tion ot such notes.

motes. for this fund has already been 
subjected to the payment of new 001 
gations amounting to about one hundred 
and fifty millions of dollars on account of 
the silver purchases and has as a conse- 
quence, for the first time sinceits creation, 
been encroached upon. 

We have thus made the depletion of our 
gold easy, and have tempted other and 
more appreciative nations to add ft to 
their stock. That the opportunity we have 
offered has not been neglected, is shown by 
the large amounts of gold which have been 
recently drawn from our treasuryand ex- 
ported to increase the financial strength of 
foreign nations, The excess of exports of 
gold over its imports forthe year ending 
June ‘ 80, 1993, amounted to more 
than $87,600,000. Between the ist 
day of July, 1890, and the 15th day of July, 
1898, the gold coin and Dullion in 
our Treasury decreased 
hundredand thirty-two millions of dollars, 
while during the same time the silver coin 
and Dullion in the Treasury increased 
more than $147,000,000. Unless Government 
bonds are to be constantly issued and sold 
to replenish our exhausted gold, only to be 
again exhausted it, is apparent the operation 
of the silver purchase law now in force, leads 
in the direction of the entire substitution 
of silver for the gold inthe treasury, and 
that this must be followed by the payment of 
all government obligations in depleted siiver. 

At this stage gold and silver must part 
company and the Government must fail 
in its policy to maintain the two metals 
on parity with each other. 
Given over to the exclusive use of 
currency greatly depleted according to the 
standard of the commercial world, we could 
nolonger claima place amongthe nations 
of the first class nor could our Government 
claim a performance of its obligations, so far 
as such an obligation has been imposed 
upon it, to provide forthe use of the people 
the best and safest money. If, as many 
of its friends claim, silver ought to 
have a larger place in our currency and the 
currency of the world through general inter- 
national co-operation and agreement, 
it is obvious the United States will not be ina 
position to gain a hearing in favor 
of such an arrangement, so long as 
we are willing to continue our attempt to av 
complish the, result single-handed. The 
knowledge in business circles among 
our own people that our Gov- 
ernment cannot make its fat 
eguivaient to intrinsic value, nor Keep in- 
ferior money on a parity with superior 
money by its own independent efforts, 
has resulted in such a lack of confidence at 
home, in the stability of currency values, 
that capital refuses its aid to 
new enterprises while milllons are actually 
withdrawn from the channels of trade and 
commerce to become idle and unproduct- 
tiveinthe handsof timid owners. Foreign 
investors, equally alert, notonly decline to 
purchase American securities, but make 
haste to sacrifice those which they have. 

It does not meet the situation to 
say apprehension in regard to the 
future of our finances is groundless and 
there is no reason for lack of 
confidence in the purposes or powersof the 
Government in the premises. The very ex- 
ftence of this apprehension and lack of 
confidence, however caused, isa menace, 
which ought not for a moment to be disre- 
garded. Possibly ifthe undertaking we have 
in hand were the maintenance ofa specific 
known quantity of silver at a parity with 
gold, our ability to do 30 might 
bo estimated and gauged, and perhaps 
in view of our unparalleled growth 
and resources, might be favorably 
passedon. But when our avowed endeavor 
is to maintain such parity in regard to an 
amount of silver increasing at the rate 
of $50,000,000 yearly, with no Oxed termina- 
tion to such increase, it can hardly be said 
that a problem is presented whose solution 1s 
free from doubt. 

The people of the United States are tntitled 
to a sound and reliable currency and to 
money recognized as such on every 
exchange and in every market of the world. 
Their Government has no right to injure 
them by financial experiments opposed to 
the policy and practices of other States, nor 
isit justifiedin permittingan exaggerated 
reliance on our national strength and ability 
to jeopardize the soundness of the people’s 
money. ; 

This matter rises above the plane of party 
policy. It vitally concerns every business 
and calling and enters every home in 
the land. There is one important aspect of 
the subject which especially should 
never be overlooked. At times like 
this, when the evils of unsound 
finances threaten us, the speculator may 
anticipate a harvest gathered from the mis- 
fortunes of others, the capitalist may pro- 
tect himself by hoarding or may even 
find profitin the fluctuation of values; Dut 
the wage-earner—the first to be in- 
jured by a depreciated currency, and 
the last to receive the benefit of its correc- 
tion—is practically defenseless. 

He depends tor work on capital. THis fal- 
ing him, his condition is without alle- 

Viation, for he can neither prey on 
the misfortunes of others norcan he hoard 
his labor. 

One of the greatest statesmen our 
country has known, speaking more than fifty 
yearsago when a Gerangement of the cur- 
rency had caused commercial distress, said: 
Ine very man ofall others who has the deep- 
est interest in a sound currency and who suf- 
fers by mischievous legislation in monetary 
matters is the man who earns his dally 
bread by ton.“ These words are as perti- 
nentnowas when they were uttered and 
ought to impressively remind us a failure in 
the discharge of our duty at this time must 
injure those of our countrymen who 
labor and who, because of their number and 
condition, are entitled to the most watchfal 
care of the Government. 

It is ot the most. importance that such re- 
lief as Congress can afford in the 
existing situation be afforded at once. 
The maxim, He gives twicé who gives 
quickly,’’ is directly applicable. It 
may be true the embarassments 
from which the business of 
the country is suffering arise as much 
from evils apprehended as from those 
actually existing. We may

WasHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 8.—The Rev. Mr. 
Milburn, the new Chaplain of the Senate, 


Opened with prayer. 
®The journal of yesterday was read by the 


new Secretary of the Senate, Mr. Cox. 

The credentials of Geo. C. Perkins, under 
the appointment of the Governor of 
California, in place of the late 
Senator Stanford were presented and read, 
and the oath of office was administered to the 
new member. 

The Senate then took a recess until 12:45. 

The recess having expired, Mr. Harris, of 
the committee to wait upon the President 
reported that the committee had performe 
that duty and was informed the President 
would communicute with Congress imme- 
diately. 

Thereupon, Mr. Praden, one of the Presi. 
dent’s secretaries, appeared and delivered 
the message, which was immediately read 
by Mr, Johnson, the Chief Clerk, 

t is not often the case that 
an executive communication is listened 
to with such profound attention and interest 
as this message was. Everyone was seated 
and appeared to be on a nervous strain not to 
lose a word. 

Mr. Stewart of Nevada had moved down to 
one of the front seats on the Republican side 
and kept his eyes fixed on the reader. 
So had Pfeffer of Kansas McPher- 
New Jersey and Hunton of 
Virginia. Mostof the other Senators occu- 
pied their oon chairs. There was no dim. 
culty, bowever, about hearing the message 
in all parts of the chamber. The reading 
took about fifteen minutes. 

At the conclusion of its reading the message 
was ordered to be printed immediately and 
referre.! to the Finance Committee. 

Various petitions for and against the repeal 
of the Sherman act were presented and re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee. 

As soon as the introduction of bills was in 
order, Mr. Gill of New York introduced a 
bill to repeal certain sections of the Sherman 
act, and it was referred tothe Finance Com- 
mittee, 

That was followed by two bills introduced 
by Mr. Stewart of Nevada, one te restore the 
right of colnage and one (which he said was 
to meet the existing troubles immediately) 
to supply a deficiency in the gt ge & 
The latter directs the Secretary’ of the 
Treasury to issue silver certificates for 
the silver bullion now in the Treasury in ex- 
cess of the amount necessary to redeem 
outstanding certificates, and also to issue 
$100,000,000 of 4 per cent bonds. He made a 
brief statement in explanation of the latter 
bill and expressed the hope that it 
would be acted on without delay. Both bills 
were referred to the Finance Committee. 

Many otber bills, figancial and atherwise, 
were introduced and referred.

HOW IT IS RECEIVED.

THE DEED COMMITTED WHILE HIS WIFE 
WAS OUT GETTING HIM MEDICINE. 


A Bilious Attack Had Driven the Un- 
fortunate Man Insane—The Wife 
Almost Crazy From the Shock~—Finn 
May Recover, but Two of His Victims 
Will furely Die—Finn’s Own State- 
ment About His Deed. 


A fearful tragedy was enacted this morn- 
ing at 8:200’clock. At that hour John Finn, 
a Republic carrier, ina fit of temporary insan- 
ity, endeavored to brain his four children 
with flat-irons, and then slashed his throat 
with a razor, at his residence, 2834 Chouteau 
avenue. " 

Finn had been sick for the past three weeks 
with bilious fever. Dr. Jones of Ewing 
avenue and Manchester Road was 
treating him. Last Friday he did not 
carry his route for the Republic, but took to 
his bed. He was out again the next day and 
was still very sickon Sunday and Monday. 
This morning at an early hour he 
awakened and moved around the house. 
He had a most violent fever.

into the bedrooom and realized at a glance 
the awful deed that had been committed. It 
wasthe alarm she raised in the front yard 
that attracted the other neighbors and the 


police. 
THE CHILDREN’S CONDITION. 

Capt. Keeble and Sergt. Patrick Gaffney, 
with several officers, were on the scene with- 
in ten minutes after the deed was 
committed. The rapid treatment the 
injured persons received through the 
intelligent work of the police 
will probably have the effect of saving the 
lives of one or two of them. Drs. E. Y. 
Meyer and J. F. Pertel,the former of 2714 
Chouteau avenue and the latter of 2734 Chou- 
teau avenue, were immediately summoned, 
and the sufferings of the little ones were 
relleved as much as possible until 
the arrival of the ambulance. When this 
conveyance reached the house the two boys, 
Johnnie and Willie, were placed on comfort- 
able cots in the Wagon and conveyed to the 
City Hospital. The two girls, Mamie and 
Annie, were taken to the office of Dr. 
Boogher, on Chouteau avenue west of 
Ewing, where their wounds were dressed. 
Mamie was unconscious, having received 
three compound complex fractures of the 
skull, one on the forehead, one on top of the 
head and the other at the base of the skull. 
Besides her face was covered with cuts and 
bruises and her head with scalp wounds. 

Little Annie, the baby of the family, was 
the least injured of the four chil- 
Gren. She had sustained a slight frac- 
ture of the skull and several 
baa scalp wounds and bruises about the face. 
After their injuries had been attended the 
two little girls were sent to join their 
brothers at the City Hospital.

Regulators. 


THREE MORE OF THE WHITE OAPs 
MARKED FOR SLAUGHTER 


Six Men Killed, One Mortal Wounded 
and Several Missing the Result of Sun- 
day Night’s Raia on the Cabin in Mos- 
auito Béttom—Another Battle Looked 


For. 


Corrpow, Ind., Aug. 8.—If all signs do not 
tall. another chapter remains to be written 
in the history of the Conrad brothers’ bloody 
battle with the white cap vigilantes of Har- 
rison Oounty. | 

The result of Sunday’s fight, so far as 
known now, is: Six White Oaps killed. one 
mortally wounded and six men, who are sup- 
posed to have been in the band which at- 
tacked the Conrads’ cabin, missing. It is 
supposed that the missing men are wounded 
and their whereabouts concealed by friends. 
The two Conrad boys, after crossing the 
river into Kentucky Sunday night, returned 
to the Indiana side yesterday. They 
are well armed and told the fsher- 
man who rowed them over the river they 
were coming back to kill Charles Orosler, W. 
Herbold and Noah Elbert, whom they re- 
garded as the instigators ofthe White Caps 
against them. After landing the brothers 
struck into the woods. Their cabin has 
been burned and their mother, Mrs. Conrad, 
and her daughter have disappeared. Fer- 
haps the band of regulators who burned the 
cabin last night could tell what has become 
of the two women, but the identity of the 


men is not known. 
The regulators are bent on killing the Con- 
rads and another fight is liable to take place 


at any time. 

The scene of these events is in that part of 
Harrison County bordering on the Ohio 
River, known as Mosquito Creek Bottom, 
about thirty miles south of Louisville, Ky. 


On Mosquito Creek, near the bank of the 
Obio, lived the Conrads in a double, or two- 
room log cabin. They were a dad lot. Com- 
prising the family were the father, mother, 
one dauguter and two sons, Bill and Sam. 
One morning last March the old man, Ed 
Conrad was missing from the cabin. 
That he should stay away from his 
home for a whole night was not 80 
unusual an occurrence as to excite much 
comment among the few scattered neighbors, 
or much anxiety in his wife. But in the course 
of the day his two sons came in from the 
woods, bringing their father’s dead 8 
a sled. It was evident that the old man had 
met a violent death, for on the side of his 
head was a great triangular wound, such as 
might have been made by a biow from a 
three-cornered stave. 

The boys, Will and Sam. said they had 
found the old man so, but when a Coroner’s 
jary heard all the story their verdict, follow- 

ng the prima facie aspect of the case, 
laid the guilt of murder upon the two sons. 
This conclusion was re-enforced by the no- 
torious state of things in the Conrad family; 
it was knownin all the neighborhood that 
there had been frequent quarrels between 
father and sons, and thatthe sons had, once 
at least, beaten their father. 

However, when the case came up for trial 
in the Circuit Court at Corydon, the county 
seat, a few weeks ago, a more thorough 
examination of the case resulted in acquit - 
tal for William and Samuel Conrad of the 
charge of murdering their father. 

The verdict was not satisfactory to the 
people of the country. 

From that day the hands of the people 
about Mosquito Creek Bottom were against 
the hands of these two brothers. The law 
had let them go free, but the opinion of their 
neighbors branded them as murderers. All 
this, it must borne in mind, was 
in a region where White Cap law is 
taken very much as a matter of course. 
The Conrad boys were warned in the usual 
way to jump the country.“ but they de- 
cided to remain and fight it out. It is said 
that they seldom slept at home; it is known 
that they had two 2 dogs to help 
them in keeping their watch and ward, 
and that each of the two was pro- 
vided with two shotguns. They are both 
powerful men, each weighing about 175 
pounds; and, though very sober in their 
habits and not given to swashbuckling, the 
were generally regarded as dangerous. Wit 
allthese facts before their eyes the White 
Caps had good reason to go cautiously on 
their way to punishing the — men whom 
they had, intheirown fashion, found guilty 
of parricide. 

The first active step taken by the self-ap- 
pointed avengers of old man Conrad’s blood 
was a precautionary one. It was to poison 
the two dogs which Will and Sam Conrad 
kept for their own protection. This was 
done last Friday week. 

It may be that the details of Sunday morn- 
ing’s battle on Mosquito Creek will never be 
written. They are lacking now, and a few 
brief facts and theterrible resultsare known, 
Not far from the Conrad cabin stood the cot- 
tage of Widow Jones, the Conrads’ nearest 
neighbor. 

About 2 o’clock Sanday morning Mrs. Jones 
heard skots down in the hollow. At daylight 
the mother of the two Conrad boys came to 
Mrs. Jones’ cottage and told her that there 
were some dead men down in the hollow,and 
that somebody had better comeand take 
care of them. This was enough to arouse 
the neighborhood. urs. Jones called her 
neighbors, and they went into the hollow to 
see who the dead men were. 

First they they came totwowho lay near 
each other— Ed Houston, lying on his face, 
dead, his head riddled with birdshot; there 
were as many as thirty-three holes found in 
his hat, and William May, still breathing 
stertorously, the side of his face shattered, 
ons eye out, brain matter protruding 
from the hideous wound, These 
were about a furlong from 
the Conrads’ cabin, Then, farther on, there 
were two more, lying the one across the 
other. They were Jonn Wiseman and Albert 
Howe—Wiseman on top, Howe underneath. 
Both of these had been shotinthe back of 
the headand both had breathed their last. 
Finally, about ten yards from the cabin, John 
Timberlake was found lying by the creek. 
All the front of his body, from the abdomen 
up. was one mass of torn clothing and lacer- 
ated fesh, and he, too, was dead. 

The whole country was roused and it soon 
became known that a mob of 100 or more 
Harrison County regulators nad attacked the 
Conrads with the above result. 

It seems that the Conrad boys, warned by 
the death of their two dogs, had lain in 
ambush in the garden teh that sur- 
rounded their home. nen the mob 
silently mp > ¢ to the ©. and standing 
on and about the little porch, began 
gnocking at the door, the answer to their 
knocking came from an unexpected quarter. 
From the garden. behind them, came the re- 
ports of the shotguns. First one fell and then 
another. No arms were found with the bodies 
of those who fell, but, well or i armed, it 
would have been impossible for the numer- 
ous White Caps to make effective practice 
1 two men skirmishing in tue 

rk among the bushes and trees in 
a plot of und every inch of which was 
thoroug familiar tothe skirmishers. The 
regulators were trapped. 12 gone out 
in search of game and were themselves the 
thick covey into which the Conrad brothers 
were pouring volley upon volley. There was 
but one thing to do, and that the White caps 
did-they ran away, leaving their dead and 
dying upon the feild.

THE MESSAGE. 

Mr. Cleveland’s message to the called 
session is a succinct statement of the effect 
of the Sherman act of 1890 in, bringing 
about the préséh@Stringency and business 
disturbance, and this statement concludes 
with an appeal to Congress to give relief to 
the country by repealing those silver pur- 
chase provisions of the act which have 
wrought the mischief. He asks for this 
repeal as the most urgent duty 
of Congress, and for such ‘‘other 
legislative action’’ as may put 
beyond all doubt or mistake the intention 
and the ability of the Government to ful- 
fill its pecuniary obligations in money 
universally recognized by all civilized 
nations.’? 

What further legislation to this end he 
has in his mind he does not specify, but 
he intimates very clearly that he means 
legislation to maintain the present gold 
standard, and thus he makes it plain that 
he will not approve the repeal of that provi- 
sion of the act which, in his opinion, con- 
strains the Treasury to treat all Treasury 
notes and even the silver dollars them- 
selves as debts which the Government is 
bound to redeem in gold on demand. 

There is not in the message a word of 
concession or comfort to the silver men, 
except such passing references as may be 
construed as acquiescing in the retention 
of so much silver coin as can be 
maintained at par with gold without 
embarrassing the operations of the Treas- 
ury or impairing confidence in the latter’s 
will and ability to maintain the existing 
gold standard and gold basis of our ‘cur- 
rency. 

Such is the sum and substance of the 
message. It leaves no one in doubt as to 
the attitude of the Administration on the 
silver question, and therefore it will 
sorely try the backbone of the 
Congressinen who want to retain 
the favor of Cleveland without displeas- 
ing their Western constituencies. Many 
of them may try to accomplish this feat by 
voting for unconditional repeal first, and 
then making ‘‘a home record’’ by voting 
for free coinage acts that cannot get 
through both Houses of Congress and the 
White House, too.

QUALITY AND QUANTITY OF MONEY. 


The numerous proposals to increase the 
volume of currency are not without merit 
and it is admitted that the question of such 
an increase is debatable. The trade of the 
country cannot be keptin a healthy con- 
dition unless there is a sufficient quantity 
of the medium of exchange. This is ad- 
mitted by all parties, 

But it is one thing to add to the quantity 
of money on hand and quite another to get 
it into circulation. And besides its good 
offices as a circulator of commodities it 
performs the still more important duty of 
serving as a basis for a circulation of 
credit. Only the smaller transactions of 
business are now performed byjthe actual 
transfer of money. The larger payments 
are made not in money or government 
notes butin the transfer of credits from 
one individual or bank to another, where- 
by the title to wealth or capital is conveyed 
from payer to buyer. 

It follows that the quality of money is 
quite as important as quantity. There 
must be a stable basis for the credits which 
Will command the confidence of the busi- 
ness community before it can be made 
serviceable. Quality rather than quantity 
of money isto be the chief study of the 
Filty-third Congress at the special 
session. The people expect legisla- 
tion which shall put the quality 
of money beyond a doubt, the other and 
for the time less important consideration 
being postponed until a more convenient 
season. Congress is expected to. prevent 
the contraction of the money supply which 
is sure to follow from the uncertainty 
now prevailing concerning the relations of 
gold and ver. We are in danger 
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threatened degradation in the quality 
naturally causes a diminution of the 
quantity. One evil follows the other. 
When the first of these problems is 
solved the second will be easier. No at- 
tempt to fix the volume of the currency 
can be successful until the kind of money 


shall be clearly determined. : 


THE RISE OF THE BLACK MAN. 

In an address delivered by T. T. Allain 
at a picnic of negroes near Chicago last 
Tuesday some noteworthy facts were 
rought out which do credit to the negro 
race. Mr. Allain is a negro himself, was 
or eighteen years a member of the Louis- 
lana Legislature and has given much at- 
tention to the race problem. 

Twenty-seven years ago there were no 
schools for colored people in the South. 
To-day there are 25,580. Those of them 
who could read and write at the conclu- 
sion of the war were “‘not worth count- 
ing.“ but to-day 2,250,000 can read and 
write. There are 1,000 negro munisters 
educated at their colleges, 154 newspapers 
with negro editors, 250 negro lawyers and 
749 negro physicians, while 250 students 
are preparing for courses in the universi- 
ties of Europe. In material things the 
progress is even more marked. In 1867 the 
race possessed only 512,000 in taxable 
wealth, but according to Mr. Allain’s 
authorities their taxable property amounts 
to 5264, 000, 000. 

These facts certainly indicate considera- 
ble progress since the race emerged from 
the darkness of slavery into the pure light 
of freedom. The negroes of the South 
were practically helpless at the end of the 
war, for few of them had the traits of 
character which are seldom developed ex- 
cept in an atmosphere of liberty. They 
had all the vices of slaves with few of the 
virtues of freedom. They had for two 
centuries been a dependent race, cared for 
by their masters and prohibited by cir- 
cumstances from caring for themselves. 
They were, in 1866, children needing care 
and protection, even more than before. 
But notwithstanding their disabilities 
they have made progress which, in the 
light of: their past, is really remarkable. 
It cannot be said that they were not 
worthy of the freedom granted them. 

Their further progress depends upon 
the development of the virtues which have 
already done so much for them. Insta- 
bility, flightiness and moral obtuseness 
have been in the way of advancement, and 
these characteristics must be wholly eradi- 
cated before the race can achieve any real 
moral independence. Notwithstanding 
the schools established, the preachers, 
lawyers and physicians educated and the 
wealth acquired, most ofthe raceare in 
bondage to their own weaknesses, which 
keep them down. They must wholly sub- 
due themselves before they can hope to 
conquer a permanent and creditable place 
in the world. That they can do this is 
manifest from what they have already 
done. No obstacles will be put in their 
way by the white race.

It is to be 
hoped, however, that Mr. Foster will clear 
himself of the more seriouscharges against 
his integrity.

Chicago’s Costly Triumph. 
From the Chicago Times. 

From the table of Olearing-house returns 
for last week we find a total credited to On!- 
cago of $76,804,288, a decrease Of 21.6 per 
cent, and Boston $84,120,628, a decrease of 9.5 
per cent. 

A year ago the situation was reversed. 
The showing made Chicago definitely second 
only to New York as a financial center and 
yet short-sighted persons are speaking of the 
gain which Chicago is now reaping by rea- 
son of the existence of the Columbian Expo- 
sition. It is argued by ill-informed persons, 
especially by persons remote from Ohicago, 
hat the ‘business situation in this city is 
vastly improved pecause of an inroad of 
visitors from abroad who are leaving much 
money in the city. The factis, that in addi- 
tion to losing its investment in the Columbian 
Exposition, a total stock subscription and 
city contribution of $11,500,000, Chicago is 
contributing the major portion of the gate 
receipts at Jackson Park. True, some con- 
siderable number of visitors are non-resi- 
dents ot Chicago, but it is true also that the 
major part of these are guests of residents of 
Chicago, the cost of whose entertainment 
here is defrayed by Ohicago householders. 

The Fair, therefore, isa costly experiment 
for Chicago. Its creation and its mainte- 
nance fall upon this city.

Bolts of cloth and articles of 
wearing apparel were scattered around, 
while several satchels and boxes were opened 
and found to be filled with feathers, rib- 
bons, silk, etc. The marks by which 
the property might have been identified had 
been carefully removed and destroyed.

IDENTIFYING THE STOLEN PROPERTY.

 Wasuinctor, D. O., Aug. 8.—The indica- 
tions are that the financial tight in the 
Fifty-third Congress will begin without de- 
lay and that it will beafight to the finish. 
Negotiations have already proceeded far 
enough to show that nearly two-thirds of the 
members of the House are in favor of the 
question being discussed and settled in the 
Committee of the Whole House, without ref- 
erence toa committee, the oniy obstacle to 
this programme which must be waived if 
the plan is carried out. The rules provide 
that matters relating to certain subjects 
shall be referred to certain committees and 
a strict observance of these rules would send 
all free-coinage and Sherman repeal bills to 
the Committee on Coinage before they could 
be considered in the House. 

Not to do this requires a suspension of the 
rules, and this is hardly possibile if the oppo- 
sition to the programme jis of any significant 
strength. To proceed to the solution of the H- 
nancial question without awalting the adop- 

Hon gt the rules means to embark on a sea of 
limities# debate and endless flibustering, if 
any one is disposed to be obstructive, and it 
will be doubtful it this programme will offer 
any advantage over the usual routine of re- 
ferring the question to the Committee on 
Coinage, Weights and Measures and awalt- 
ing the reply. It is only possible, then, 
to proceed to immediate consideration 
by an agreement between all parties per- 
mitting it, and to secure this general acquies- 
cence a score of gentlemen will taformally 
Canvass the House. They argue the crisis is 
80 grave that the financial question must be 
metatonce and no element, can afford to 
stand in the way of its speedy solution. 
While the anti-silver men have taken the 
initiative in this move, they are amicably 
met dy the free -coinage people, who are dis- 
posed to meet them half way i assured that 
no attempt will be made to cut off free dis- 
cussion andthat silver members may ali be 
given a chance to be heard. 

There is a general feeling this morning that 
by judicious arguments and harmonious ac- 
tion a plan may be devised which will give 
all the conflicting elements a fair chance to 
present their claims to the House, and after 
a reasonable period of debate a vote on the 
various propositions may be reached with- 
outthe interposition of dilatory methods, 
and without going throughthe formality of 
the reference to the committee. 

It is proposed to allow a reasonable time 
for debate after having secured at the same 
time unanimous consent to take a direct vote 
on the several propositions within a given 
period. It is understood this action of the 
repeal advocates is taken withthe know'l- 
edge and consent ofthe President, if not 
with his advice, though, of course, the ex- 
ecutive makes no public declaration on the 
subject other than in the position of his mes- 
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sage. 

The free silver men, according to the pres. 
ent programme, will take the initiative. 
They will introduce a bis for the repeal of 
the merman act, but retaining the legal 
tenderandthe redemption qualities of all 
outstanding notes. Free coinage will be 
provided forataratioto be left blank for 
the present. Then, too, the repeal of the 
10 per cent State bank tax will be included, 
These are the free silver demands. It is ev!- 
dent from the demands where they expect 
to compromise. 

Mr. Cockran will promptly reply with a 
substitute, not an amendment. He will move 
to repeal immediately and unconditionally 
the Sherman act. These are the lines on 
which the battle will be fought out by gen- 
eral understanding. Mr. Cockran is re- 
garded as Mr. Cleveland’s representative in 
the House inthis fight. Mr. Cockran insists 
that his close relations to President Cleve- 
land are fairly consistent With fidelity to 
Tammany and denies all the stories of his 
withdrawal from that organization. 

It isthe opinion expressed by representa- 
tives of both sides of the silver question that 
a vote might be reached in about two weeks 
from the opening of the debate. Mr. Cockran 
stated the first debate would be given to the 
free silver men. The repeal men would 
make only two onthree speeches and then 
give the rest of the time to the free silver 


men. 
Ifthe present programme is carried out, 
there will be no attempt at any pariiamen. 
tary sharp practice. he point has, how 
ever, been made that as Ms. Cockran’s bill 
for unconditional repeal would come asa 
substitute, it would be acted upon first, and 
that thereafter all the amendments that free 
silver men would offer in the debate would 
be subject to the point of order; that with 
the substitute adopted they would be no 
Jonger germane. But Mr. Cockran gave the 
assurance that no such action would be 
texen by the anti-silver men, and that the 
vor men know Speaker Crisp well enough 
to Know they could trust him. 
The only possible source of op ition to 
the proposed arrangement lies In the dis- 
trust of the older Southern members, that if 
they now consent to unconditional repeal 
they will pever obtain any concessions from 
Mr. Cleveland. They fully believe that the 
repeal men will carry out their promises to 
some silver legislation. But they fear 
tifit does pass the House and Senate Mr. 
Cleveland will not hesitate to veto it. At the 
‘game time the force of public opinion for a 
soot gettiement of the question is so

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Early in the day it

a full meeting of the committee before noon 
to-day. At 12 o’clock the Joint Committee 
met on the Senate side, and after having

MISSOURI CROPS. 


Vegetation Suffered for Rain During the 
Past Week. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 8.—The weather con- 
ditionsofthe past week did sot differ ma- 
terially from those of the two preeeding 
weeks, but considering the general need of 
precipitation they proved much more detri- 
mental tothe crop prospects. Warm days 
and cool nights have been a feature of the 
week's weather, though there were ex- 


tremes neither of heat norcold. The tem- 
perature averaged from 1 deg, 41 in 
excess daily in the eastern counties and an 
equal deficiency existed lu the Western coun- 
ties. Scattering showers fell on the last 
days of July, but except in a 
few favored localities the rainfall 
was insufficient for the needs of owing 
crops, and droughty conditions still prevail 
over the larger portion of the State. Some 
ortions of Grundy, Lynn, Caldwell, Clay, 
ay, Lafayette, Cass, Henry, Polk, texas 
and Howell report good rains, but elsewhere 
the fall was less than half an inch, and many 
counties report none whatever. Creeks, 
springs and wells are getting low in many 
sections, and two or three days“ good rain is 
needed to effectually break the drought. The 
conditions were generally favorable 
to the completion of harvesting, 
haying and threshing, and this work 
is rapidly nearing. general completion. 
Coro is doing fairly well generally and many 
counties finely, but good rains are needed to 
insure full ears among the late plant, much 
of it being justin that stage when we tay 
will cut ü short. Garden truck is practically 
out of season. Grapes are about the onl 

fruit that willamount to anything. Thoug 

none of the grains threshed have yielded 
abundantly the prices are so low that 
farmers are generally holding for an in- 
creased demand. Upon the whole, weather 
conditions have not been favorable tothe 
Staple crop and a heavy general rain is 
needed to restore the bright prospects of 
three weeks ago. Chinch and potato 
bugs and also native hoppers de- 
come more numerous and destructive daily. 
One of the most destructive hallstorms ever 
known in that section occurred in Northern 
Adair and Southern Schuyler and Putnam 
counties onthe afternoon of the sth. The 
pastures are drying up and though stock in 
general is in excellent condition the contin- 
uous sunshine and numerous filles are begin- 
ning to prove detrimental.

Was FOREMAN OF O’BRIEN’S BOILER- 
MAKERS BEFORE THE STRIKE. 


The Cases ot the Two Strikera and Four 
Non-Union Men Arrested for Engaging 
in the Fight at the St. James Contin- 
ued in the Police Court This Morning 
—Not Working To-Day. ‘ 


After their rough and tumble fight last 
night the striking boiler workers evidently 
thought it best to subside to-day and not 
create any further disturbances for a time, 
All of those who were involved in the fisticaf® 
last night were up in the First District Police 
Court this morning on various charges of dis- 
turbing the peace, assault, carrying concealed 
wea pons, etc., and had their cases continued 
until the 15th of the month. Those of the 
imported men we were arrested did not 
goto work at O’Brien’s place to-day, but 
took a day off to nurse thelr bruises and 
prepare fora hard day’s work to-morrow. 

At the various shops about town things 
were quiet up to noon and strikers very 
scarce. Occasionally a scout would pass 
along to see how things were going, bat the 
sight of a biue-coated policeman loafing 


within easy call usually prompted him to 
move along and make no distarbance, 

Extra patrolmen were assicned to all of 
the works where strikes are on to-day and 
they all reported that no strikers had been 
along to Interfere during the morning. 

Mr. John O’Brien was seen at his o to- 
day and said that he had had no trouble since 
last night, but was working only about haif 
of the new men, as the rest of them were 
the police court attending to their cases. 

At Wangler’s and Rohan’s the police on duty 
reported everything quiet and peaceable as 
far as could be seen. 


M’GEARY ARRESTED. 
Jodn J. McGeary, foreman of the striking 
doller makers who yesterday assaulted the 


non-union men from Kewares, III., who 
came here to take their places, was arrested 
in the First District Police Court 
this morning. He came to the 
court to arrange for the continuance 
of the cases against the arrested union men 
and was seen in the room by R. Green, one of 
the non-ubion men, who pointed him out to 
Capt. Boyd as the leader of last night’s as- 
sault. Capt. Boyd at once ordered him 
placed under arrest, but he was released 
shortly afterwards on ball furnished by Jim 
Cronin. He is an old-time labor agitator. 
LAST EVENING’S BATTLE. 

A small-sized riot occurred yesterday at 
5:30 p. m. in the corridor of the St. James 
Hotel, between twenty-five striking potler- 
makers and sixteen non-union men infborted 
from Kewanee, III., to take their ces. 
While the new men were standing in nt of 
the hotel two of the strikers crossed the 
street and held a conversation with them. 
Shortly afterward a crowd of local boiler- 
makers appeared upon the scene and the 
fight began atonce. It continued until the 
arrival of the police. Six men were arrested. 
All but two were men who had been attacked 
and not members of the attacking purty 
their names. being George Turner and 
Ambrose Clancy of St. Louls, strikers; 
Reverdy Green, Sam Boyd, Will Guest and 
Will Powell of Cleveland, non-union men. 
All parties were bailed out, but charges of 
disturbing the peace were lodged against 
them. Nearly all the non-union men were 
cut and braised, but no one was badly hurt. 
Most ofthe fighting was done right in the 
corridor of the hotel, into which the strikers 
drove the other men.

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Experiences of Old Time Base Ball Play- 
ers on the Hoad—Pat Tebeau Wants 
Fighting Players—“Snip" Donovan's 
Rash Act—Track and Stable Gossip—

Base ball players asa rule have been very 
lucky in missing ratlroad accidents, or, if 
caught in them, in escaping injury. Ah or 
the National League players travel many 
thousands of miles every year, and are there- 
fore as much subject to injury received in 
railroad collisions as the average commercial 
traveler, but as yet po player of any promi- 
nence has ever been killed. The luck of the 
base ball man in this particular is a subject 
of frequent comment among players, says 
the Chicago Record. 

„never knew a ball player to be killed in 
a railway wreck, or even seriously injurea,’’ 
said big, jovial Ed Williamson last night, 
and Iam very glad to hear that nothing 
serious is likely to come of Ryan’s or Kitt- 
redge’sinjury. The nearest approach to an 
accident that we ever had,“ Anson’s famous 
ex-short stop continued, was along about 
1884 or 1885. We played in Philadelphia, 
and rigbtafter the game took a train for 
New York where we were to catch the 10 
o’clock train for Boston. Well, something 
delayed us and we had to take a train leav- 
ing at 10:80 instead. The train which left at 
10 met with one of the worst accidents that 
ever occurred in New England and many 
were killed. Ourtrain was delayed so that 
we faiied to get to Providence in time for the 
game next day.’’ 

A few other instances have occurred in 
which base dall teams have narrowly missed 
danger. A train on which the Pittsburg team 
was riding came near meeting fate in the 
Johnstown disaster. Last year the Cincin- 
nati club was in a wreck on the Baltimore & 
Ohio, and it was reported that Latham and 
McPhee had been killed, but they got nothing 


more than Aae up. The Cleveland team 
was in a w A ter years ago on its way 
home from the Kast, in which there was loss 
of life, but none of the players were hurt. 

George Decker, the good-looking and 
promising member of Anson’s present team 
was one of the few passengers who escaped 
from that awful Chatsworth disaster a few 
years ago—the worst in the annals of raliroad 
traffic. Decker shuddered even yesterday 
when reiating the particulars of his ex- 
perience in that affair. He was compara- 
tively unhurt when the car filled with human 
beings landed in the ravine beneath the 
broken bridge, but upon attempting to rise 
he found that he was hopelessly pinioned 
down by the body ofa dead woman, which 
lay directly across his stomach. He lay for 
an hour listening to the efforts of the 
rescuers and wondering whether they or the 
fre would reach him first. 

Another ball player who escaped from an 
accidentin which the majority of the other 
— were killed was Long John“ 

ily, the familiar figure for so many years 
at first base forthe Cincinnati Club and who 
now is ih business in Cincinnati, The 
first year Reilly playedinthe National League 
he was a member of the New York Club. One 
evening the rest ofthe team took the train 
home from Boston, but Reilly concluded to 
xO by boat. While out in the middle of Long 
Island Sound the boiler ofthe steamer burst 
and the vessel was wrecked. Nearly all on 
board were lost, but Reilly, aided by excel- 
lentability as a swimmer, managed to es- 
cape.

**SNIP’’ DONOVAK MURDERS HIS SECRETARY. 

P.8. Donovan, famiilarly known as *‘Snip’’ 
Donovan, one of the best known trainers in 
the East, and a man whose good humor and 
good nature area proverb on the turf, is fn 
the County Jail at Freehold, N. J., charged 
with murdering his bosom friend and Secre- 
tary, John Ohew, at Pierre Lorillard’s 
stables at the Monmouth Park race track 
early Sunday morning. 

Both men had been drinking heavily to- 
gether during the Monmouth Park races Sat- 
urday, and when they retired to Donovan’s 
room were pretty well under the weather, 
The cause of the murder is a mystery. 

Ohew was well known around the race- 
tracks, and did all of Donovan’s clerical 
work for him, as ‘‘Snip’’ can neither read 
nor write. Donovan is universally popular 
with turfmen. He has a big, round, smootb- 
shaven, good-humored face, and has never 
been known to quarrel with anyone. He 1s 
about 40 years of age, unmarried, and weighs 

robably 250 pounds. Donovan was born in 

rbana, O., and began his training career 

ears ago with ‘‘Jim’’ Murphy, the Kentucky 
— In his early career de followed 
the trotting circuit in his native State. Af- 
terward he trained thoroughbreds. For sev 
eral years he was D. T. Pulsifer’s trainer, 
and prepared Tenny for his celebrated match 
race with Salvator. Last fall he left Mr. 
Pulsifer and was engaged by Pierre Lorillard 
to train his 2-year-olds, John Huggins, 
having charge of the older horses. Mr. Lor- 
fliard became angry overa race which Rama 
ran a week ago, and said to Donovan: Did 
you feed and water that horse before he was 
started“ Donovan replied sharply, and the 
result was that all horses were turned over 
to Huggins, although bis salary, which was 
$5,000 a year and a percentage of the horses’ 
winnings, was not disturbed. Donovan felt 
bitter and sore, and has been drinking heav- 
lly ever since.
